Dogs likely 
sick from 
toxiiu Vet 


O Four dogs treated at Crestwood clinic last week 
after Buena Vista dog trips O At least one dog ate 
something off the ground before getting sick: Vet 


A vet has confirmed four dogs that visit¬ 
ed the Buena Vista off-leash park and 
then fell ill were treated for symptoms 
consistent with ingesting a toxin. 

Just what that toxin might be is still 
unknown. 

“I have treated them all the same, as 
though treating for an unknown toxin,” 
said Dr. Todd Scott of the Crestwood 
Veterinary Clinic, where four canines 
were brought last week after being to 
the park, showing symptoms from vom¬ 
iting to neurological distress. 

While all the dogs are on the mend, 
the vet said the neurological symptoms 
in three of the cases is concerning. 

“It seems a bit weird to get four in a 
week,” said Scott, adding the effects 
could be consistent with ingesting a 
drug, like marijuana or hashish. 


Dog owner Sue De Mone is convinced 
the answers lie with a piece of meat 
ripped from a fellow dog owner’s 
mouth last week while she was at the 
park. 

De Mone has been trying to sniff 
out a lab willing to test the meat for 
poison. 

She said she wants to know if it has 
been laced with an5d:hing so owners 
could treat their dogs accordingly if 
they develop symptoms following 
future dog park visits. 

Scott said testing is costly and 
complicated. 

“What do I test the meat for? The 
tests can cost hundreds to several thou¬ 
sands,” said Scott, adding the clinic out¬ 
sources most lab work to Ontario.

There will likely be more 
peace officers patrolling 
Edmonton Transit this 
summer, but the city is 
looking at alternative 
ways to combat those who 
don’t pay for a ride. 

Fare evasions cost the 
city up to $9.4 million last 
year, with 4.5 per cent of 
the 76.3 million rides tak¬ 
en for free, said trans¬ 
portation manager 

Charlie Stolte. 

For Coun. Karen Lei- 


bovici, more bodies isn’t 
the only answer, suggest¬ 
ing turnstiles be installed 
at all LRT stations. 

“We could deploy (offi¬ 
cers) differently if they 
didn’t have to worry about 
fare evasion,” she said. 

“They could concen¬ 
trate on different kinds of 
mischief.” 

Last year officers issued 
9,139 fare evasion tickets, 
up from the 5,008 given 
out in 2009. 

“If you consider the de¬ 
sign and open concept (of 
LRT stations). I’m not sure 
it will mitigate issues,” 


said Ron Gabruck, tran¬ 
sit’s director of safety and 
security. 

Leibovici disagreed, say¬ 
ing there could be a reduc¬ 
tion in the future since 
turnstiles don’t have to be 
manned. 

Stolte said a report 
would come forward in 
October, but that in¬ 
stalling turnstiles would 
include “a large capital 
component.”

One distillery has given 
sober thought to a motion 
under review in the legis¬ 
lature urging mandated 
warning labels about the 
dangers of alcohol on 
liquor products. 

The president of Kelow¬ 
na’s Winterland Beverages 
— set to tap into the local 
“adult freezie” market in 
Alberta in April — said the 
company wants to be “so¬ 
cially responsible” by in¬ 
corporating the surgeon 
general’s warnings. 

“We have a moral obli¬ 
gation. Even if it only 
makes a difference for 
one person, that’s 
enough,” said Karen 
Laboissiere. 

She said she can under¬ 
stand why other beverage 
vendors would balk at the 
proposed changes, since 
relabelling could be costly. 

“For us, just coming in¬ 


to it, it just seemed the 
right thing to do,” she said 
of the labels set to be in¬ 
cluded on packaging for 
the wares that include 
tequila, triple sec and vod¬ 
ka. 

Along with warnings 
against imbibing while 
pregnant and driving un¬ 


der the influence, the sev¬ 
en per cent alcohol 
freezies will also feature 
“not-for-children” mes¬ 
sages. 

The company will also 
include warnings on its 
three per cent low-calorie 
“lightweight coolers.”

Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty stuffed his budget 
yesterday with goodies. 

They included 
programs such as a return 
of the home energy retro¬ 
fit program, tax credits for 
caregivers, improved pen¬ 
sions for the poorest sen¬ 
iors, and breaks for tots’ 
art classes and tutoring. 

But with the opposition 
vowing to trigger an elec¬ 
tion, the likelihood is that 
none of the measures will 
see the light of day. 

What will survive is the 
bottom line — the federal 
government of whatever 
stripe will have more 
money to spend or to 
squirrel away for a rainy 
day. 

“Leadership is about 
finding a balance between 
needs,” Flaherty told the 
House of Commons. 

New program spending 
worth $2.3 billion is large¬ 
ly offset by cuts elsewhere

as the original, recession¬ 
fighting budget of 2009 
finally expires. 

It’s all packaged in a 
conservative document

2011-12 and virtually elim¬ 
inated four years from 
now.

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Canadian pilots 
abort Libya raid 
over civilian risk 


O U.S. jet crashes, pilots eject, one hides in sheep pen

It was just too risky. 

Canadian militaiy fight¬ 
ers abandoned an attack 
on a Libyan airfield and 
avoided civilian deaths yes¬ 
terday on their first offen¬ 
sive operation against 
Moammar Gadhafi since 
arriving on the weekend. 

Defence aide Maj.-Gen. 
Tom Lawson said the two 
Canadian pilots and com¬ 
mand elements deter¬ 
mined the risk of collateral 
damage was too high. 

An American F-15 jet 
crashed in the rebel-held 
east, both crew ejecting. 

One of the pilots para¬ 
chuted into a rocky field 
and hid in a sheep pen on 
a family farm. The pilot

Retail 
sales fall 
flat 

Canadian retail sales fell 
unexpectedly in Januaiy, 
thanks primarily to a 
drop in new car sales, 
prompting economists to 
suggest that the Bank of 
Canada will take its time 
raising interest rates. 

Retail sales fell for the 
second month in a row to 
0.3 per cent or $37.1 bil¬ 
lion, Statistics Canada 
said yesterday — much 
lower than economists’ 
expectations of a one per 
cent increase. 

The auto industry had 
the greatest impact on 


overall numbers, with 
car sales dropping 1.7 per 
cent for the second con¬ 
secutive month after sev¬ 
en months of gains. 
Gasoline sales also fell 
1.4 per cent, the first de- 
chne since June. 

Outside of the auto in¬ 
dustry, sales were also 
flat. Seven out of 11 sec¬ 
tors reported selling less, 
but food, building-sup¬ 
ply, sporting-goods and 
department stores re¬ 
ported gains. 

Peter Buchanan, sen¬ 
ior economist at CIBC 
World Markets, said the 
lower spending together 
with the weaker core in¬ 
flation rate of 0.9 per 
cent released last week 
mean the Bank of Cana¬ 
da time could put off in¬ 
terest-rate hikes.

Small business got a boost 
in yesterday’s federal budg¬ 
et with a break on employ¬ 
ment-insurance premiums 
and an extension of a pro¬ 
gram to buy new equip¬ 
ment. However, with the 
combined opposition say¬ 
ing they’ll vote down the 
document, the proposal is 
moot. 

The budget measures 
are in addition to the bil¬ 
lions in corporate tax cuts 
already announced that Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaher¬ 
ty has defended as a 
cornerstone of the eco¬ 
nomic recoveiy plan. 

Small business would 
receive a credit worth up 
to $1,000 to offset increas¬ 
es in employment-insur¬ 
ance premiums. The 
one-time credit, which 
would affect about 525,000 
small businesses, would 
offset the increase in pre-

miums this year. 

Flaherty also extended 
to 2014 a program that al¬ 
lows companies to write 
off the cost of new equip¬ 
ment in two years, faster 
than normally allowed. 

However, corporate 
Canada would pay more in 
some areas. Changes in the 
way partnerships work that 
allowed for the deferral of 
corporate tax, along with 
changes in the rules gov¬ 
erning the way dividends 
are paid between corpora¬ 
tions would have brought 
in hundreds of millions of 
dollars for the government.

PLANNING AND

With Sucker Punch, visual¬ 
ly inventive director Zack 
Snyder (300, Watchmen) 
presents his first film 
based on his own original 
idea — and original is put¬ 
ting it lightly. 

The film follows a group 
of girls trapped in an in¬ 
sane asylum who use their 
imaginations to escape 
their dark reality, trans¬ 
porting themselves to fiery, 
bullet-ridden battlefields 
where they dispatch ene¬ 
mies with stunt-filled fiiiy. 

But Snyder admits it 
wasn’t easy to bring his vi¬ 
sion to the screen. He 
spoke to Metro about his 


influences, not going 3-D 
and fights with the studio. 

You make original movies. Do 
you ever get much 
interference from the studio? 

Oh yeah. That’s the dan¬ 
ger. They have precon¬ 
ceived ideas about what a 
good movie is or what you 
should be doing, and I 
think that in the end you 
really just have to be true 
to yourself I feel like this 
movie pushes the enve¬ 
lope in all of its facets. You 
know, it’s a female cast, 
it’s got a complicated 
structure that’s difficult. It 
has a dark ending that’s 
not necessarily what they 
would’ve hoped for. Trust 
me, they did not like the 


ending. You just have to 
fight the fight. 

How does having your wife, 
Deborah Snyder, as your pro¬ 
ducing partner help? 

Those exact fights are the 
fights that she has eveiy 
day to make sure the 
movie stays the movie I 
want to make. She really 
fights that fight. 

You made Sucker Punch while 
also completing Legends of 
the Guardians. How did the 
two differ? 

I wish Rango had come out 
before Guardians because 
when you see Rango you 
realize that they didn’t 
give a s— about the kids at 
all and they just made a 


cool movie. 

We had that potential, I 
think, with Guardians, but 
eveiyone just said, “No, 
no, no, you can’t do that. 
You’ve got to make a chil¬ 
dren’s film.” And so I got 
into a big fight with the 
studio because I just want¬ 
ed to make an adventure 
movie with owls in it. But 
they were like, “No, no. 
You’ve got to soften it so 
that parents don’t freak 
out.” But I had a great ex¬ 
perience with it. It was a 
good film. 

Was there talk about making 
Sucker Punch 3-D? 

Yeah, absolutely ... I’ve 
seen some great conver¬ 
sion stuff. This Korean 


company that was going to 
do it for Sucker Punch did 
a conversion of a five- 
minute sequence of 300 
that was amazing, and I 
was like, “Wow. If they can 
do that level, maybe we 
can do something cool.” 

But to do it over the 
course of a whole movie is 
just not that easy. It’s a 
bigger deal than the stu¬ 
dios realize. And I think 
that the field is going to 
be leveled soon by cost 
versus return. Because no¬ 
body knows. Right now the 
studios are just spending 
millions and millions of 
dollars to make a 3-D movie 
— like, $30 million more 
than it would cost to make 
a 2-D movie.

Hurry hard to curling 
worlds in Regina 


O Organizers expect a loud crowd at the men’s world curling championship 
in Saskatchewan O Go support Canada’s team skipped by Jeff Stoughton 


Saskatchewan is about to 
be swept away by cmling 
and is ready to welcome 
those who want to ride the 
broom. 

Regina will host the 2011 
world men’s curling cham¬ 
pionship next month and is 
expecting thousands of fans 
along with the world’s top 
male curlers, their families, 
officials, coaches and me¬ 
dia. Derek Boe, chairman of 
the local organizing com¬ 
mittee, says curling fans 
traditionally have been a 
quiet crowd but that’s 
changing. 

“Kind of what we no¬ 


ticed happening, mostly at 
Ol 5 mipics this year out in 
Vancouver, was that things 
got rocking and rolling 
pretty good and the curlers 
loved it,” said Boe, presi¬ 
dent of Gurl Regina. “It is 
becoming a bit more of a 
raucous crowd and more 
enthusiastic and more live¬ 
ly and spirited.” 

Boe also notes that curl¬ 
ing is Saskatchewan’s offi¬ 
cial sport. There’s no better 
place for visitors to brush 
up on curling lore than the 
Saskatchewan Sports of 
Hall of Fame and Museum 
in Regina. 


“You’ve got lots of big 
names from Saskatchewan 
curling and they’re all rep¬ 
resented with their team,” 
says Sheila Kelly, the hall’s 
executive director. 

Among those honoured 
in the hall is Regina’s Ernie 
Richardson — the only 
male curler in histoiy to 
skip a team to four world ti¬ 
tles. 

There are medals and 
memorabilia from Sandra 
Schmirler. “Schmirler the 
Gurler,” as she was known, 
skipped her team to three 
Ganadian titles, three world 
titles and a gold medal at 


the 1998 Winter Ol 5 mipics. 
She died of cancer in 2000. 

And then there’s the 
Grand Transoceanic Match 
— a ftmspiel for spectators 
that started in the ’70s as a 
way for curling fans to get 
to know each other on the 
ice. 

“They’re just amateurs 
that enjoy curling,” said 
Boe. “They’ve just kind of 
established this tradition of 
going and attending the 
World Ghampionships and 
said ‘Jeez, wouldn’t it be 
fun if while we were there 
we staged a little match.’”

E mployees dismissed 
for underperfor¬ 
mance never go qui¬ 
etly. Often they complain 
that the cards were 
stacked against them or 
that their employer’s deci¬ 
sion was somehow unfair. 
But what about an em¬ 
ployee who claims he was 
fired because of discrimi¬ 
nation? 


Sean Carter tried this 
card at a recent human 
rights hearing and learned 
that proving discrimina¬ 
tion is more difficult than 
he thought. 

Carter, a program coor¬ 
dinator at a rehab clinic in 
Hamilton, Ontario, was in¬ 
jured in a car accident that 
led to time off from work. 

When he returned. 
Carter felt that he was 
treated differently at 
work, claiming that he 
was disciplined more of¬ 
ten and his views were dis¬ 
missed. 

Carter then suffered 
from stress and depres¬ 
sion, which he said result¬ 
ed from workload and 
family deaths. His per¬ 
formance deteriorated, 
and when the clinic tried 
to manage it. Carter left. 

He wrote in ciyptically 
that he was going to see 
his doctor “for some re¬ 
sults” and would be off 
work for a few weeks. 
Five days later, he was 
fired. 

Carter complained to 
the Human Rights Tribu¬ 
nal in Ontario, perhaps

Carter’s employer 
had no obligation to ac¬ 
commodate him and his 
termination was unrelated

Digital generation 
includes old souls 

O Young people peeking into the past with vinyl 



In most ways, Sarah Mc¬ 
Carthy is your average high 
schooler. She has a job, col¬ 
lege plans, but also a pecu¬ 
liar passion for a 
16-year-old: She's a vinyl 
junkie. 

Sure, she has an iPod, 
but she also has a vinyl col¬ 
lection of 250 records and 
counting. 

“Listening to old music 
remastered to a newer for¬ 
mat is almost comical,” 
Sarah said. “They weren't 
meant to be digitalized. Lis¬ 
tening to Jimi Hendrix on 
my iPod doesn't capture his 
endlessly deep guitar solos 
quite like a 33 LP of 'Blues' 
does.” 

This girl's in love with 
vinyl, and she's not the only 
member of Generation Dig¬ 
ital with an ear for ana¬ 
logue. 

The uptick in interest 
over several years includes 
nostalgic “nerdy superfans” 
looking for a way around 
the more sanitized sound of 
digital, 14-year-old Nick 
Spates, a Los Angeles eighth 
grader who plays guitar and 


piano, but also savvy young 
people with Pink Floyd, Led 
Zeppelin and a host of ob¬ 
scure post-pimk music on 
their minds. 

While the recording in¬ 
dustry dukes it out over 
downloads and mourns the 
CD, 2.5 million vinyl LPs 
were sold in 2009, up 33 per 
cent from the year before. 
Vinyl sales are a blip among 
total revenue from U.S. mu¬ 
sic sales and licensing, but 
that's a healthy increase in 


its own right. 

“Young people are lead¬ 
ing the way back to ana¬ 
logue through vinyl and 
turntables,” said Matt 
Melvin, a 22-year-old col¬ 
lege senior in Orlando, Fla. 

“I think young people 
are demanding a product 
that is more tangible, the 
thrill of hunting through a 
store for that perfect 
record, the simple satisfac¬ 
tion of turning that record 
over.”

O Doctors at a Toronto hospital are banking on video game technology to save time in the operating room 


A team at Sunnybrook 
Hospital has started using 
the Xbox Kinect, a hands¬ 
free gaming console 
equipped with a motion 
sensor, to virtually manip¬ 
ulate key medical images 
during surgeiy. 

The doctors use hand 
gestures to zoom in and 
out of the images or freeze 
a particular shot without 
leaving the operating 
table. 

Surgeons typically have 
to leave the sterile field 
around the patient to pull 
up images such as MRI or 
CT scans on a nearby com¬ 
puter. 

They then have to go 
through a meticulous 
cleanup before returning 
to the area to make sure 
they don't bring in any 
bacteria that could harm 
the patient. 

It can take up to 20 min¬ 
utes to clean up each time 
a doctor consults an im¬ 
age, said Dr. Calvin Law, 


who helped integrate the 
technology into the oper¬ 
ating room. 

Those interruptions 
sometimes cause more 
than an hour's delay over 
the course of a surgeiy, 
said Law, a surgical oncolo¬ 
gist with the hospital's gas¬ 
trointestinal cancer team. 

“It all adds up,” he said. 
By eliminating those de¬ 
lays, the hospital could 
save enough time to oper¬ 
ate on more patients, he 
said. 

What's more, it would 
help surgeons stay focused 
and decrease the risk of 
contamination by keeping 
everyone within the sterile 
field, he said. 

Surgeons can ask assis¬ 
tants outside the field to 
adjust images, but that's 
“always a little trouble¬ 
some because of communi¬ 
cation,” Law said. 

He compares the Kinect 
technology to a car's global 
positioning system, be¬ 


cause it allows the user to 
get oriented without stop¬ 
ping. 

With better control over 
the images, surgeons can 
be more precise. Law said. 
For a cancer surgeon, that 
could mean saving more 
healthy tissue when re¬ 
moving a tumour, he said. 

The idea to bring the 
Kinect into the operating 
room came from three en¬ 
gineers - Jamie Tremaine, 
Greg Brigley and Matt 
Strickland. 

Strickland, who doubles 
as a general surgeiy resi¬ 
dent at the University of 
Toronto, first spotted the 
challenges surgeons face 
in viewing images during 
surgery, according to 
Tremaine. 

The Kinect seemed like 
a good solution, he said. 

The console is a depth 
camera, meaning it sees in 
3-D. It then creates a digi¬ 
tal skeleton of the person 
captured on camera and

tracks how the skeleton 
moves. Those motions are 
translated into commands. 

The engineers worked 
closely with surgeons at 
Sunnybrook to find com¬ 
mand gestures that could 
be used in the operating 
room without compromis¬ 


ing surgeiy procedures. 
Law said. 

The system underwent 
extensive testing and has 
been used in surgeiy six 
times. Law said. There are 
plans to roll it out in other 
parts of the hospital. 

So far, Sunnybrook is 


believed to be the only 
hospital using the Kinect, 
but Tremaine said he and 
his colleagues are hoping 
to change that. 

They're also looking in¬ 
to ways to use the technol¬ 
ogy for physiotherapy.

gaming 

O Optometrists weigh-in on a manufacturer’s warning against gaming 
under six O Experts argue consoles could flag hard-to-diagnose eye issues 



U.S. eye specialists are wel¬ 
coming the Nintendo 3DS 
game device, dismissing 
the manufacturer's warn¬ 
ings that its 3-D screen 
shouldn't be used by chil¬ 
dren six or younger be¬ 
cause it may harm their 
immature vision. 

On the contraiy, the op¬ 
tometrists say, it's a good 
idea to get your kids to tiy 
the 3-D screen, especially if 
they're younger than 6. It 
won't do any harm, they 
say, and it could help catch 
vision disorders that have 
to be caught early to be 
fixed. 

“The 3DS could be a 
godsend for identifying 
kids under 6 who need vi¬ 
sion therapy,” said Michael 
Duenas, associate director 
for health sciences and pol¬ 
icy for the American Opto- 
metric Association. 

The new handheld 
game device is already 
available in Japan and goes 
on sale in the U.S. on 
March 27 for $250. It has 
two screens like the DS 
machines it is designed to 
replace. 

The top screen can show 
3D images, without the 
need for special glasses, 
though only new games 
will be in 3-D. A pair of 
cameras on the 3DS can be 
used to take 3-D pictures. 

If your kid doesn't see 
the 3-D effect on the 3DS, 
that's a sign that he or she 
may have a vision disorder 
such as amblyopia, or “lazy 
eye,” or subtler problems 
that can cause problems 
with reading, Duenas said.

Kids who experience dizzi¬ 
ness or discomfort should 
also be checked, he said. 

Today's 3-D viewing sys¬ 
tems send different images 
to the right and left eyes, a 
technique that creates an 
illusion of depth. But a lot 
of the cues we use to per¬ 
ceive depth in our environ¬ 
ment are missing. That 
confuses the eyes and ac¬ 
counts for the eyestrain 
and headaches many peo¬ 
ple experience watching 3- 
D movies. Because of that, 
optometrists say, these sys¬ 
tems can help isolate prob¬ 
lems that have to do with 
the way the eyes move, 
problems that aren't 
caught by eye charts. 

These problems are 
much easier to fix if 
caught before age six, 
when the visual system in 
our brains is more or less 
done developing. Only 15 
per cent of preschool chil¬ 
dren get a comprehensive 
eye exam that could catch 
these subtle problems, ac¬ 
cording to the American 
Optometric Association, 
the professional group for 
optometrists. More than 
half of all juvenile delin¬ 
quents have undiagnosed 


and untreated vision prob¬ 
lems, according to studies. 

Going to see a 3-D movie 
or trying a 3D TV can also 
help screen for problems, 
but optometrists expect 
the 3DS to be in front of 
kids' eyes more. 

“This has presented my 
profession, optometry, a 
wonderful opportunity,” 
said Joe Ellis, the president 
of the optometrists' associ¬ 
ation. 

However, optometrists 
aren't quite seeing eye to 
eye on this issue with an¬ 
other group of eye special¬ 
ists: the ophthalmologists. 


who are medical doctors. 
(Optometrists are doctors 
of optometiy but not med¬ 
ical doctors.) 

David Hunter, a pedi¬ 
atric ophthalmologist affil¬ 
iated with the Children's 
Hospital in Boston and the 
American Academy of 
Ophthalmology, said the 
idea that off-the-shelf 3-D 
games or movies could 
help screen for vision 
problems such as ambly¬ 
opia is “a little perplexing.” 

Kids with amblyopia 
don't have much depth 
perception in real life, he 
said, so if they don't see 


depth in a 3-D screen, they 
might not say anjAhing be¬ 
cause that wouldn't be 
much different from what 
they see around them. 

It's not impossible that 
it could help, but it's “all 
sort of exploration and 
speculation,” said Hunter, 
who has started a company 
that's developing a device 
for childhood screening of 


vision disorders. 

Nintendo's warning, is¬ 
sued in December, was 
vaguely worded.

Style and substance are

The starting-point engine is a V6, but it will 
initially be the 302-horsepower 3.5-litre 
unit for the SLK 350. Mercedes-Benz 
reports that the V6 SLK will sprint to 96 
km/h in 5.6 seconds. 

Later in the model year — likely early 
2012 — a new base-model SLK250 is 
expected, sporting a 201-horsepower 
turbocharged 1.8-litre four-cylinder engine 
that replaces the outgoing 228-horsepower 
3.0-litre V6. 


Magic Sky Control 

The SLK’s signature lightweight power- 
retractable hardtop returns for the 
2012 model year, but you can now opt 
for a panoramic glass roof that can be 
ordered with “Magic Sky Gontrol.” 

With the press of a button, the glass 
can be changed from a dark tint to 
clear, depending on the time of day or 
to suit your personal preference. 


Spruced-up interior 

Goming in for some sprucing up is the SLK’s 
interior that showcases a new flat-bottom 
steering wheel, plenty of brushed 
aluminum trim on the centre console, plus 
four oversized chromed air vents that don’t 
quite seem to fit with the car’s otherwise re¬ 
strained cabin design. 

Optional are special leather coverings 
that keep the seats cooler by reflecting the 
sun’s rays.

We’ve 
been aware of 
the LC-750 for 
some time 
(and spoken 
about it in this 
space before), 
because the man 
behind the car, Luc Char- 
trand, started working on 
this car about 10 years ago. 

It has been making the rounds 
of Canadian auto shows this sea¬ 
son, in production-ready trim. 


and the company is now in a posi¬ 
tion to start delivering examples 
— at $450,000 each. 

So that’s option “one.” Option 
“two” is the de Marcross GTl. The 
de Marcross Motors Corporation 
(DMMC) was founded by Jahong 
Hur, a successful Korean business¬ 
man with family ties to GS Group, 
one of Korea’s largest conglomer¬ 
ates. DMMG, with administrative 
offices in Vancouver, intends to 
build several de Marcross models, 
in addition to this just-introduced 
GTl flagship. 

Hur styled, conceived and 
bankrolled the car, but it was en¬ 
gineered and built by Multimatic, 
of Markham, Ont. 

Multimatic also created 
production tooling, so it can build 
more GTls — if anyone steps up 
to the plate with its estimated $1 
million-plus MSRP. 

Like the LG-750, 
the GTl packs 
a super¬ 


charged V8. The GTl’s chassis tub 
is carbon fibre, but its body pan¬ 
els, and front and rear 
substructures are aluminum (the 
LG-750 is all carbon fibre and/or 
composite material). 

Multimatic engineers and 
builds auto parts; its list of 
automaker clients includes practi¬ 
cably everybody — from Ford to 
BMW to Aston Martin to Formula 
One racing teams. 

Which brings us to why there 
is a “half” option, when consider¬ 
ing Ganadian-made carbon-fibre 
supercars. 

In conduction with its U.K. 
engineering facility, Mutlimatic 
has engineered the complete 
rolling chassis of the Aston Mar¬ 
tin One-77 — a super-exclusive $2 


million supercar (only 77 will be 
built). 

Multimatic also constructs the 
One-77’s state-of-the-art carbon fi¬ 
bre chassis structure right at its 
Markham, Ont. facility. 

We had a quick tour of where 
the Aston tubs are built up and it 
looks more like a fabric 
enterprise than a typical body 
shop, as technicians cut and layer 
the raw sheets of carbon fibre. 

We also saw the big oven, where 
finished tubs are baked to perfec¬ 
tion. 

So take that, Tim Hortons. You 
may bake more units than Pletho¬ 
ra and Multimatic, but these guys 
have it all over you when it comes 
to high tech and structural 
stiffness.

Ford is ejqiloring new paths

H OW does a vehicle 
that was once the 
darling of subur¬ 
bia go from hero 
to zero? You need to know 
the answer to that ques¬ 
tion before tiying to revive 
it. 

Ford says the one key 
reason that the Explorer 
sport utility vehicle fell out 
of favour is fuel economy, 
the veiy same issue that has 
ravaged the coveted and 
highly profitable sport utili¬ 
ty ranks in the past couple 
of years. 

If it’s not the price of fu¬ 
el, it’s not knowing what it 
will cost tomorrow. That 
uncertainty has buyers cut¬ 
ting their losses and head¬ 
ing for the relative safety of 
more fuel-efficient vehicles, 
which are generally smaller 
because weight (and there¬ 
fore size) are the enemy of 
economy. They’re getting 
out of sport utes. 

The Explorer, like many 
others, lost out by virtue of 


not changing with the 
times and buyer needs. So, 
how could the Explorer 
brand of chunky and 
thirsty offroaders be suc¬ 
cessfully transformed into a 
model citizen without los¬ 
ing all its Explorer-ness? 

Clearly, any attempt at 
resurrection would begin 
with a relatively blank com¬ 


puter screen to meet new 
goals of fuel economy. 

As it turns out, there was 
no new magic engine, but 
rather a raft of changes that 
led to a claimed 22-per-cent 
improvement over the pre¬ 
vious model while boosting 
horsepower by nearly 40 
per cent. 

The new Explorer ditch¬ 


es the previous 210-horse- 
power 4.0-litre V6 for a 290- 
horsepower 3.5-litre V6 and 
a new six-speed automatic 
transmission. Improved 
aerod 5 mamics, electric pow¬ 
er steering, a slight weight 
savings and a drastically 
changed 4x4 system all con¬ 
tribute to the fuel savings. 
A turbocharged four-cylin¬ 


> The 2011 Explorer has four 
driver-selectable settings 
(from snow to sand) based 
on conditions. They're con¬ 
trolled by sensors provid¬ 
ing wheel-slip and 
steering-input information 
to the on-board computer 
to provide the best 
traction and safety. 

der engine will be available 
on front-wheel-drive ver¬ 
sions. 

That’s right, a front- 
wheel-drive Explorer — 
with a claimed fuel-econo¬ 
my improvement of 30 per 


cent over the old 4.0 — 
which is what Ford has 
deemed must happen to 
kick-start the brand. 

But what about the off¬ 
road part? Clearly, if hard¬ 
core off-roading was crucial 
to a large percentage of Ex¬ 
plorer afficionados — and 
not two per cent as indicat¬ 
ed by Ford — then sales 
likely wouldn’t have de¬ 
clined so dramatically in 
the first place. What appar¬ 
ently really matters is gen¬ 
eral driving safety and 
security in more common 
situations/seasons with the 
occasional foray through 
deep mud, sand or snow. 
These are situations that 
register with most drivers. 


Much thought goes into car colours 


For many people, the final 
deciding factor on a car is 
its colour. The palette of 
available shades may seem 
arbitrary, but in reality, the 
decision on what colours to 
offer is an integral part of a 
car’s design. 

Fashion trends, con¬ 
sumer preferences and 
even the limitations of the 
assembly line all play a role, 
says Michelle Killen, lead 
exterior paint designer for 
General Motors. 

She uses market re-

search, looks at the compe¬ 
tition, and attends “trend 
shows” put on by paint sup¬ 
pliers to determine what 
colours you’ll see next. 

“If we’re designing a new 
colour for a full-size truck, 
we look for activities such 


as outdoorsman or canoe¬ 
ing and see what will influ¬ 
ence the products that will 
be used,” Killen says. “If 
kayaks or hiking bags have 
a bright orange, we’ll pull 
that.” 

She works with paint 
suppliers, identifying traits 
that she wants in the paint 
and tweaking the colour to 
get the shade she wants. 

“Maybe we want slightly 
more green, or to lighten 
the colour, and it goes back 
and forth,” she says. “We 


have to decide if we want it 
to be a solid paint, or if it’s 
metallic, do we want it to 
be subtle or extravagant.” 

Killen faces several other 
challenges, including the 
fact that she’s working fom 
years in advance of the car 
coming to the showroom, 
and that auto plants are 
limited in how many 
colours the assembly line 
can handle. 

“It depends on the plant, 
but on average, we have be¬ 
tween 10 and 12 colours,” 


Extra costs 


► Some colours cost extra, 
mostly because of paint cost 
and complexity. Three-coat 
metallic paints put a layer of 

Killen says. “After your sev¬ 
en core colours, you have a 
small window and all of 
these great colours, and fry¬ 
ing to decide what you’re 
going to put in there is one 
of the trickier parts.” 

Once a colour is devel¬ 
oped, it’s painted onto a ve¬ 
hicle and assessed. It’s not 
uncommon for a colour to 
miss the mark on one mod- 


metal flake in the middle to 
improve its sparkle, while 
tint-coat paint adds pigment 
to the top coat, which is nor¬ 
mally clear, to create a 
greater depth of colour. 

el but look great on anoth¬ 
er, and shades can get 
switched around. 

As well, test cars get 
parked in Florida for two 
years, to confirm that the 
paint won’t fade or crack in 
the sun. 

Overall, North Ameri¬ 
cans are conservative: the 
top colours are white, 
black, silver, grey and red. 
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Performance to price ratio is nice

transmission. 

Don’t miss the large 
spoiler, dual exhaust, low¬ 
ered suspension and hood 
scoop, either. Ultimately, 
the SRT4 was as mean 
looking as the googly-eyed 
Neon ever looked. 

Those shoppers priori¬ 
tizing maximum speed 
and power for their money 
won’t be disappointed. 
Look for bolstered sport 
seats, power front win¬ 
dows (the rear windows 
were manual) a sunroof 
and an upgraded audio sys¬ 
tem. 

Many SRT4 owners take 
to online forums to show 
off their rides, discuss up¬ 



grades and bash imported 
sports cars. As a result, 
there’s a huge online com¬ 
munity and plenty of re¬ 
sources available for new 
owners. 

What Owners Like 

Looks, power output, per¬ 
formance, handling and 
relative attainability are all 


strong points of the SRT4 
as stated by owners. Those 
into aftermarket cus¬ 
tomization also love the 
slew of available add-ons 
in the marketplace. 

What Owners Hate 
Some owners report that 
the sport seats are too nar¬ 
row, stiff and unforgiving 


on long trips. Others wish 
for a more premium look 
and feel to the cabin, a 
more comfortable and qui¬ 
et ride, and a quieter ex¬ 
haust system. 

Note that performance 
enthusiasts typically ac¬ 
cept the SRT4’s refinement 
compromises, given its 


performance-to-price ratio. 

Common Issues 

Chrysler had been produc¬ 
ing the Neon for years be¬ 
fore its evil twin was 
released, and they’ve got 
plenty of experience with 
turbocharged engines, too. 
As such, the SRT4 appears 
to offer above-average reli¬ 
ability in a used sports 
model. Your writer’s re¬ 
search, perhaps surprising¬ 
ly, revealed no glaring 
issues, recalls or major 
concerns. 

Of course, standard used 
sports-car shopping rules 
still apply. Mainly, be 
weaiy of a used SRT4 that’s 
had obvious modifications 
performed. 

Don’t forget to check 
the condition of the engine 
oil and expendables like 
brake pads, the clutch, and 
tires. A trip to a dealer me¬ 
chanic may be in order to 
give the car the once over 
for peace of mind. 

The Verdict 

A well-priced, healthy and 
un-modified Dodge SRT4 
should reliably provide 
budget velocity and killer 
looks for years to come.
